“Fast Women Are Leading 

Mankind Merry Chase to 
Hell,” He Says in Scoring 
Modern Society. 


,Bishop John C. 
rolled up hits figurative sleeves, 


uratively, mind you, but with all the 
ginger of battle—-into modern society 
and the pulpit, when he delivered a 
stirring sermon last night at the St. 
Paul Methodist church. 

The modern woman of swift society 
he held responsible for the heavy in- 
crease in the consumption of wine and 
liquor, and he accused her of leading 
modern mankind a merry chase to hell. 

“These women worship the gods of 
their bwn choosing,’ he said. “They 
make a plaything of the real God, and 
trifle with Him. They have given Him 
to understand they can run their glit- 
tering worlds without Him, and that 
they have no need for Him. 

Smoke, Curse, Drink. 

“They smoke-—these women do 
they curse and they drink. Im an ex- 
clusive hotel of Washington, our na- 
tion’s capital, I have seen them maud- 
lin drunk, garbed in silks and jewels 
and satins fit for the robe of a prin- 


cess, yet vulgar and lascivious in even 


their-public conduct. 

“They are godless women, and they 
most degrading 
crimes of our time. ‘They are plunging 
to hell and drinking nightly toasts to 
the devil. They are mothers, some of 
them—although they likely didn’t in- 
tend it—and Heaven grant that the 
same God they reject may pity the off- 
spring whose lives will be burdened 
by their mothers.” 

Bishop Kilgo’s sermon was the open- 
ing sermon of a week’s revival being 
held at the St. Paul church, of which 
Rev. B. F. Fraser is pastor. The first 
services were held last night. A splen- 
did program consisted of songs by a 
well-selected choir, led by Professor 
E. O. Excell, of Chicago, and music 
rendered by. Professor Roper, also of 
Chicago. Meetings will be held night- 
ly and every morning at 10 o'clock. 

Relative to the preachers and pulpits 
who were made the objects of a scald- 
ing attack by Bishop Kilgo, the minis- 
ter had this to say: 

Judases in Pulpit. 

“There are hundreds of Judases of 
the twentieth century, and a majority 
of them are in the pulpit,” he said. 
“They are committing the sin of the 
age—trifling with God. There are 
numerous preachers in the world—and, 
I daresay, in this very town—who are 
running their pulpits with a religion 
that barely recognizes God. 

‘T have heard numbers of them 
preach extended sermons without 
hardly ever mentioning God, and never 
Christ. That is a type of the modern 
Judas. And as true as it is in the 
pulpit, it is also in the pew. They are 
striving to run the world without the 
aid of God, and are giving Him to un- 
derstand that: they need him not. 

“We are almost a godless age and a 
godless people. Many of our preachers 
seem to regard God as an heirloom 
that was handed down to us—some old 
and venerable fixture that is out of 
style and which we never use, except 
to preserve for memory’s sake and for 
tradition. 

“And these preachers say that the 
acripture is a masterful stroke of lit- 
erary style—it is excellently historical, 
and has a wonderful civilizine infle- 
ence. And all that sort of thing. But 
it is not true. There is nothing great 
about the scripture but the word of 
God, and the word of God will keep it 
forever great and make it the guiding 
light of our souls. 

“If we didn’t have the scripture, the 
man who clamors: to get into society 
would have to pack his grip for hell 
because of his utter ignorance. Fur- 
thermore, the modern man—and all 
other mankind—is eligibie for hell un- 
der all circumstances and conditions. 
Man can go to hell as quickly in a 
bathtub as in a gilded palace of sin.”

Washin; ton, April 17. 

Senator Cyerman, of North Carolina, 
offered arn amendment to the Weeks 
forest reserve bill today, which pro- 
vides that 25 per cént of the gross re- 
ceipts of the govérnment from its for- 
est reserves shall be patd to the states 
in which the forests lie. This per- 
centage is asked in lieu of taxes form- 
erly paid by private owners before 
the government bought the lands. The 
Weeks act is the one under which these 
land purchases are made. The govern- 
several thousand 
acres of land in the Georgia mountain 
region. Its principal revenue now is 
from the sale of timber rights. It is 
proposed, however, with good prospects 
of fulfillment, that the government 
transform these forests into pleasure 
parks and lease hotel, cottage and camp 
sites. If this is done, the revenues 
vill increase greatly. Under the pro- 
posed amendment the government 
would pay more to the state than the 
private owners paid in the form of 
taxes.

Mrs. E. B. Nix stated that Walters 
had attempted to lure her son from 
home on the pretext of going fiehing: 

Miss Kate Collins testified to having 
seen Walters in her sister’s restaurant 
at Poplarville, La., in September, 1912. 
Walters was accompanied by another 
man and two boys, she said. One of 
these boys, designated by the witness 
as the “sickly one,” she testified was 
Robert Dunbar. The two men bore a 
marked resemblance, she said. 

The state had announced that it. ex- 
pected to prove by Miss Collins that, 
Walters had exchanged the boys, one 
of whom was Bruce Anderson. Wal- 
ters asserts that the boy found in his 
possession was Bruce Anderson. 

Saw Walters and Two Boys. 

Miss E. G. Loveless, the next wit- 
ness, Partly justified speculation as 
to the state’s contention, by testifying 
that she had seen Walters, the two 
boys and the other man in Poplar- 
ville in September, and two months 
later she saw a man she believed to 
be Walters, accompanied by only one 
boy, in the same vicinity. 

“Was that the same boy 
before?’ she was asked. 

“If it was, it changed mightily,” was 
the reply. 

J. L. Linder, an itinerant seller and 
mender of stoves, contended early in 
the trial by the defense to be Wal- 
ters’ “‘double,” was examined today. 
He testified that he wag in Opelousas 
in November, 1913, for the first time 
in vears. 

“Were you around Forest Hill coun- 
try in 1912? asked the defense. 

“Yes,”’ the witness admitted. 

Forest Hill is near 
from the Shores of which Robert Dun- 
bar disappeared. 

“Did you tell a sheriff, who recent- 
ly visited you, that you had been mis- 
taken for Walters?’ queried attorneys 
for the defense. Linder is defective 
of hearing and uses an ear trumpet, 
as did the attorney who questioned 
him. He was apparently unable to 
hear the question, and left the stand 
without making a positive answer.

REGRET EXPRESSED 
BY UNITED STATES 


For Anything That May 
Have Altered the Friendly 
Relations With Colombia. 
Text of New Treaty Pub- 
lished in Paris. 


Paris, April 17.—The text of the 
treaty between the United States and 
Colombia, settling the Panama con- 
troversy, was made public here today 
through the Colombian legation by 
publication in The Temps. The treaty 
was signed at Bogota, April 7, by 
United States Minister Thaddeus A. 
Thomson and Dr. Francisco Jose Urru- 
tia, Colombian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, and the members of a Colombian 
advisory committee. 

First Article of Treaty. 

The first article of the treaty, as 
published in The Temps, says 

“The government of the United 
States, desiring to put an end to all 
disputes and differences with the re- 
public of Colombia, occasioned by 
events which have brought about the 
present situation in the Isthmus of 
Panama, in its name and in the name 
of the people of the United States, ex- 
presses sincere regret for anything 
that may have interrupted or altered 
the relations of cordial friendship ex- 
isting long between the two nations. 
- “Colombia, in her name and in the 
name of the people of Colombia, ac- 
cepts this declaration in the full as- 
surance that in this way will disap- 
pear all obstacles to the restoration 
of complete harmopy between the two 
countries.” 

The treaty provides that olombia 
shall enjoy. freely and in perpetuity 
free passage through the Panama ca- 
nal for her troops, stores and war- 
ships” and stipulates also that six 
months after the exchange of ratifi- 
cations of the treaty the sum of $25,- 
000,000 shall be paid to Colombia. 

Canal Privileges. 

The article relating to canal privi- 
leges also provides for commercial ad- 
vantages in favor of Colombian prod- 
ucts imported into the Canal Zone and 
for special advantages in the railway 
traffic of Panama when the canal serv- 
ice is interrupted for any reason, and 
when it is needed for Colombian 
agents and troops and for war stores 
from Colombia. 

“Colombia recognizes Panama as an 
independent nation which shal] termi- 
nate on the Pacific ocean at points

The only trouble about these good folk 
is that they are likely to do harm to the 
progress of curative and preventive medi- 
cine. Few important medical discoveries of 
recent years, especially those relating to the 
bacterins, the anti-toxins and 
the vaccines, but have been disclosed by pa- 
tient and intelligent experimentation on ani- 
mals. Smallpox, diphtheria, hydrophobia, 
blood poison, the sleeping sickness, typhoid, 
cerebro spinal meningitis, and a host of 
germ diseases, including tentatively even 
’ tuberculosis, are today fought by remedies 
largely the outgrowth of experiments upon 
and cultures made from animals. This is

not to mention cancer, and the equally broad 
field of operative surgery. 

No one, scientist or layman, condones 
wanton cruelty to these dumb creatures that 
give their lives for the benefit of humanity. 
But the sensational and thoroughly revolt- 
ing pictures and text that have been printed 
in substantiation of charges of cruelty 
carry either doubt or positive disbelief on 
their face. A certain amount of suffering 
in this field is inevitable, just as it is inev- 
itable in any form of human disease or any 
form of human progress. Until we are 
shown convincing proof we will not believe 
intelligent physicians or experimentators 


| are or could be guilty of the malignant prac- 


tices charged to them. 

Ask any mother whose child is writhing 
in the throes of diphtheria or rabies, if she 
will pit its life against the transient suffer- 
ing or even death of an animal. Her answer 
is the answer to all this mawkish and mis- 
chievous furore against alleged ‘“vivisec- 
tion.” 


7HE FAME OF BROOKS. 

The name of Brooks county, famous for 
its hams and bacon, has gone abroad to the 
nation. Elsewhere The Constitution repro- 
duces an editorial in which “Farm and Fire- 
side,” published in Springfield, Ohio, cele- 
brates the achievements of Brooks in export- 
ing bacon. Our contemporary could have 
added that Brooks also exports hams. 
Within the past few weeks only farmers of 
the county have sold large shipments of 
hams to British Columbia, not to mention 
states contiguous to Georgia. 

Farm and Fireside asks if another county 
in the United States could be found 
exporting bacon, unless a packing house 
were situated within its borders? We 
doubt it. There are, as our contemporary 
Says, plenty of communities that sell live 
hogs at eight cents and buy bacon at thirty. 
Those that sell the finished product and 
reap the profit are few in number. If a 
national authority such as Farm and Fire- 
side can recall no counterpart for Brooks 
there is little need to go farther. 

What Brooks has done and is doing any 
county in Georgia can do. Conditions favor- 
able to hog and cattle raising are not re- 
stricted to south or middle Georgia. The 
Blue Ridge section of the state is especially 
adapted to these industries, and is perhaps 
even more suitable to sheep culture. 

If Georgia went into the hog business on 
the proper scale shé could feed herself and 
send hams to the four quarters of this 
country. If she went into the cattle and 
sheep business on the proper scale she could 
furnish mutton and beef to her own people 
and the people of a large part of the south- 
ern and eastern parts of this country. 

Brooks county has won its position and 
its profits by discovering the possibilities in 
this phase of animal industry and pursuing 
them. The county is a principality of small 
farms, each with its own smokehouse that 
uses the most approved methods. The folk 
there welcome a packing house, but they are 
independent of it, from the commercial 
standpoint. They do not bow down to and 
worship cotton as their sole fetich. They 
keep cotton in its proper place. They ele- 
vate hams and bacon to the prominence that 
the demand and the sure and steady market 
for them justify. 

The day when all Georgia counties emu- 
late the fame of Brooks will be the day that 
Georgia is the richest agricultural state 
in the union in actuality, as it now is in 
possibility. 


THE AMERICAN MELTING POT. 


Hugo Munsterberg, of Harvard univer- 
sity, told a New York meeting of the grad- 
uates of German universities recently that 
America is the melting pot of the world, and 
that the human product is likely to bring 
forth the best race in civilization. Professor 
Munsterberg declared that the United 
States no longer was predominantly English, 
but that its population was an indiscriminate 
mixture of the best racial elements on earth. 

There is no doubt that America has of- 
fered and still offers attractions for the 
sturdiest.and most achieving elements of all 
races. Industrial, educational and agricul- 
tural opportunities are open here on a scale 
that can be approximated nowhere in the 
old world, and, as yet, nowhere in South 
America. The average immigrant from the 
north of Europe, whether Germany, Eng- 
land, Sweden, Russia, ‘or\even France and 
Spain, find conditions, in some part of our 
country, that parallel conditions in the land 
of their birth from the point of view of a 
livelihood, while chances for free and un- 
trammeled citizenship far surpass those of- 
fered in the old world. 

All these human ingredients, ambitious 
and seeking fortune and advancement, locate 
in this country and here pool the best blood 
of civilization for the advancement of Amer- 
ica. In other words, we are securing the 
choice breeds and workers from the four 
quarters of the globe, with the open door of 
destiny in America as their incentive and 
the promise of democracy as their guide. 

Professor Munsterberg was right in ad- 
vising his fellow-countrymen from Germany 
not to preserve too rigidly their affiliations 
with the old country. Memories of and rev- 
erence for the land of their birth was, he 
seid, well enough. But the land of their 
adoption drew first claim upon them. What 
he says in this connection may well be taken 
to heart by those from all other nations who 
cast their lots in our midst. We need today 
a common American citizenship, knowing no 
alien tie and no sectional bias, reverential 
toward inheritance, but with the first alle- 
giance to the country in which its daily rou- 
tine is enacted. 

America as the melting pot should, as 
Munsterberg predicts, draw the finest blood 
of all nations and pour it out into the com- 
mon mold of a splendid citizenship. The 
thought is an inspiring one.

SHELL FISH COOKERY. 


Travelers declare the finest thing found 
in our country is our shell fish and one of 
the first articles sent across the continent 
by parcel post was a 
consignment of these 
delicacies. This con- 
venient method of 
transportation has taken 
lobsters, clams, scallops 
and other queer “fish” 
into new markets where 
their goodness makes 
the question of what to 
_eat more easily solved 
than ever before. 

There is an abundance 
of recipes for cooking 
shell fish, but how to 
prepare them for the 
last operation is not al- 
ways made clear. We 
will begin with lobsters 
that are at their best in 
summer months, but are 
eaten all through the 
year. They should be 
heavy for their size to 
be good and whether 
boiled the tail must be springy. 
when it is straightened out it must 
spring back into a curve. The small claws 
are used for garnishing, the large ones are 
opened and the white meat drawn out. The 
tail is opened through the center and the 
middle vein removed, as it is inedible. The 
meat that bies between the separate and mid- 
dle body bones is saved and that is all. The 
body is usually emptied and washed and with 
the under part of the large claws used for 
serving. The writer will gladly send sauces 
suitable for lobster and similar meats upon 
receipt of a stamped addressed envelope. 

Crabs are either hard or soft shell, the 
last is most delicate. They are purchased 
alive and are cleaned when the spongy sub- 
stance under each side of the back shell and 
the point at the lower part of the shell, called 
the apron, has been removed with a sharp 
knife. 

Crab shells are the proper thing to serve 
crab meat in; they may be purchased by the 
dozen from any fish dealer. Pretty little 
baking dishes are now made in the same 
shape and style and these are a better in- 
vestment. 

Clams are as valuable a food as oysters, 
but they have not the same fine flavor. East- 
erners call the hard shelled ones “Quahogs’”’ 
and the soft ones “Little Necks.” They are 
sold in their shells and must be scrubbed 
vigorously with a brush and water before 
they are steamed open. The novice usually 
makes a mistake by putting them into a 
skillet full of boiling water—there should 
be only a cup of boiling water to each two 
quarts of clams. Cover this closely and as 
soon as the shells open they have cooked 
enough. The liquor may be used for bouil- 
lon; the clams are served in individual dishes 
with melted butter, salt and pepper. 

Scallops are for those who do not relish 
clams, but like a tender, sweet morsel of 
flesh. The flavor is the most delicate of 
all shell fish. They are cleaned by being 
removed from their snowy shells and having 
the hard muscle cut away, the firm block 
of flesh remaining is dipped in egg, salted 
and peppered and rolled in crumbs. This 
is repeated until a thick coating adheres, 
when they are placed in a wire basket and 
plunged into deep fat They are served 
with tartar sauce and garnished with cress 
or celery. 

It is much pleasanter for housekeepers to 
buy shell fish prepared for cooking, but 
dealers seldom clean or par-boil them until 
they have died, and by this time they are un- 
fit for table use, so it remains for the home 
cook to them as alive as possible. 
Scallops, however, are an exception and may

be had fresh and firm and ready to be bread- 
ed, but they should never be bought from a 
bowl of ice water, they should be dry when 
purchased, for they will absorb as much 
water as will equal their own weight. “He's 
so close he soaks scallops,” is a description 
often applied “down east” to a stingy per- 
son. 


IT HELPS MAKE 
RATHER THAN MOVE 


LaGrange, Ga., April 16.—Editor Consti- 
tution: In the very complete analysis of the 
regional bank system by Mr. McCord there is 
one very important point omitted. He refers 
in the second before the last paragraph to 
the “furnishing of notes to move crops.” As 
a matter of fact, very little money is re- 
quired to move crops for the reason that 
within a very few days after a crop is ripe 
for harvest it brings in cash instantly from 
the sale thereof. 

The point rather to be emphasized is that 
this regional bank makes it possible for 
merchants and farmers who co-operate in 
trade to be able to get the necessary funds 
to make the crop, and at lower rates of in- 
terest than has heretofore been charged. 

The south needs practically no money in 
October to move the crop. But from March 1 
to September 1 an immense amount is 
needed to finance the planting, furnish ten- 
ants and croppers. 

This new system will make it so that at 
any time during this crop making period 
merchants and farmers who can make good 
bankable paper properly secured will 
always be able to realize on such collateral 
and get money, and all that ig needed at a 
lower rate of interest.

BROOKS COUNT Y,GEORGIA 


(From Springfield (Ohio) Farm and Fireside.) 

Brooks county, Georgia, exports bacon. 
Where can another county in the United 
States be found which does the same, un- 
less it possesses a packing house‘ At the 
town of Quitman twenty-two wagon loads of 
cured bacon were sold by the farmers in one 
day. What other county in the United 
States can show any considerable number 
of farmers who bring in wagon loads of 
cured bacon? 

Besides providing for the home larders, 
this county last year shipped some live hogs, 
and sold 150,000 pounds of cured bacon at 
an average price of 14 cents a pound. A 
great many pig clubs have been organized, 
and the production of bacon as a cash crop 
on the farm is making rapid progress. 

This is in the south. To be sure, any Iowa 
county can probably make the Brooks county 
figures look small so far as hog production is 
concerned, but when one thinks of the mil- 
lions of acres in the south capable of pro- 
ducing cheap pork the figures are startling. 
Again, hosts of northern pork producers 
sell live hogs at 8 cents and buy bacon 
at 30 cents.

IN STOCK MARKET 


Most Determined Campaign 
of Months in Progress, and 
in Spots Severe Losses Are 
Inflicted. 


New York, April 17.—Sharp bear 
drives at selected stocks, such as have 
been in progress for a week, continued 
throughout today’s stock market, and 
in spots severe losses were inflicted. 
The tactics employed on the short 
Side, Which became increasinghy ag- 
Zressive today, indicated that the most 
determined bear campaign of months 
was under way. Today's attacks were 
centered on Missouri Pacific and Le- 
high Valley. Missouri Pacific was un- 
der steady pressure and fell to 18 1-2, 
the lowest figures in over a decade. 
Lehigh Valley was hammered down to 
134, a drop of 7 polnts. 

The pronounced weakness of Lehigh 
Valley was responsible fora g& deal 
of gossip respecting’ shrinkage n 
earnings and possibility of a change 
in dividend rate. Missouri! Pacific's 
weakness was said to be due in part 
to difficulties experienced in arrang- 
ing for its $25,000,000 notes falling 
due June l. The notes were offered at 
95, but bids ranged several points 
low er. Missouri Pacific convertibles 
slumped 5 points. President Bush gave 
assurance that provision for the notes 
would be made, but pressure on the 
Stock did not relax. 

The general market stood up well! in 
the face ag the severe declines. The 
opening was strong. Higher prices 
for American stocks in London, fo: 
éign buying here and expectations of 
a speedy settlement of the Mexican 
difficulty stimulated the market.

Public Health and Vital 
Statistics Bills. 


The sixty-fifth annual session of the 
Medical Association of Georgia came 
to an end yesterday. During the three 
days’ session, the physicians listened to 
Sixty-one papers on various aspects of 
their profession. The attendance was 
the largest ever recorded at a session. 
It was a little more than 400. 

The election of officers for the forth- 
coming year resulted as follows: Dr. 
W. B. Hardman, Commerce, Ga.., presi- 
dent; Dr. H. J. Williams, Macon, vice 
president; Dr. Patterson, second vice 
president, and Dr. W. C. Lyle, Augusta; 
secretary and treasurer. Dr. E. C. Da- 
vis, of Atlanta, was appointed dele- 
gate to the convention of the Ameri- 
can Medical association, which meets 
in June at Atlantic City. 

The association adopted several im- 
portant resolutions. Two were indorse- 
ments of bills which are shortly to 
come before the legislature—tne publi: 
health bill and the vital statistics bill. 
The public health bill provides for a 
board of health for each county, under 
the supervision of the secretary of the 
State board of health; sanitary and 
health officers in each county; health 
inspection of school children, and sani- 
tary inspection of public buildings. The 
vital statistics bill provides for system- 
actic compilation of the birth, death. 
marriage, and general living statistics 
of the state. It was stated that Geor-
